Each  year,  the  Dedication  of  the  Annual  Town  Report  acknowledges  the 
significant  contributions  to  the  Town  of  Alexandria  by  an  individual  or  a 
group.  This  tradition  not  only  makes  those  contributions  a  permanent 
part  of  the  recorded  history  of  the  Town,  but  it  also  says  thanks  in  a 
special  and  public  way  for  those  standout  contributions  by  those  whose 
efforts  may  often  be  taken  for  granted. 

This  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  want  to  honor  and  say  thanks  to 
Fletcher  DeWolf.  Fletcher  has  been  a  resident  of  Alexandria  for  62 
years  and  has  served  our  community  as  a  Moderator,  a  Selectmen,  a 
Budget  Committee  Member,  is  a  Charter  member  of  the  Alexandria 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  was  a  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Warden,  worked 
on  the  School  Board  for  over  20  years  and  has  always  been  there  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  when  needed.  He  is  a  true  humanitarian  and  had  a  big 
influence  in  getting  the  Newfound  School  built.  His  advise  and 
leadership  to  the  children  in  our  school  system  has  benefited  our 
community  greatly. 

For  those  of  you  who  don't  know  Fletcher,  he  will  be  83  years  young  this 
year,  he  has  been  married  for  over  57  years  to  Doris  and  has  one  son 
Fletcher  II.  He  is  a  retired  U.S.  Army  Air  Core  Bombardier,  has  served 
in  the  National  Guard  and  has  a  remarkable  army  and  air  force 
background.  While  serving  his  country  in  World  War  II,  Fletcher  was 
shot  down  over  France  and  was  held  captive  for  29  months  in  a  German 
P.O.W.  Camp,  in  Stalag  17B,  along  with  more  than  5,000  other  soldiers 
before  being  rescued.  He  later  was  recalled  to  duty  in  1950's  to  serve  in 
the  Korean  War. 

Fletcher's  main  hobbies  these  days  include  woodworking  in  his  tool 
shop,  building  stone  walls  and  gardening.  The  dedication  of  this  report  to 
Fletcher  DeWolf  is  well  deserved.  On  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria, 
we  welcome  the  opportunity  to  honor  and  thank  you  publicly.

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Foreword 

2002  has  brought  about  many  changes  and  was  a  busy  year  for  your 
Selectmen's  Office.  We  have  completed  our  revaluation  of  all  properties 
totaling  1611  parcels.  Seasonal  growth  has  been  tremendous.  Even 
though  this  does  not  increase  population  numbers,  it  does  impact  the 
resources  of  all  departments.  Our  Town  is  very  attractive  to  many,  based 
on  minimum  regulatory  requirements. 

The  Town  has  hired  a  new  assessing  firm,  Avitar,  Inc.  With  the  State 
Certification  requirements  upon  us  in  2006,  we  have  many  tasks  that 
must  be  accomplished.  Some  areas  of  compliance  include  mapping, 
current  use  assessment  and  taxation,  fair  market  value  assessment  and 
exemptions. 

Based  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Search  Committee,  we  were 
fortunate  to  appoint  Jeff  Musheno  as  our  Police  Chief  Jeff  brings  with 
him  an  extensive  background  in  law  enforcement  and  has  fulfilled 
requirements  set  forth  by  the  N.H.  Police  Standards  &  Training.  He  is 
now  certified  as  our  first  full-time  Police  Chief 

The  Highway  Department  should  be  commended  for  a  wonderful  job 
with  the  bridge  installation  for  the  Highway  Garage.  The  new  building 
has  arrived,  but  due  to  an  early  winter,  the  project  will  be  completed  in 
the  spring.  This  new  Town  Facility  will  assist  in  making  a  more  efficient 
public  works  department.  The  Town  Pound  Road  Bridge  will  be 
constructed  this  summer.  A  hold  up  on  permitting  put  the  project  behind 
schedule.  The  bridge  program  will  be  an  ongoing  program  with  the 
Berry  Road  Bridge  next  on  the  list. 

The  Selectmen  agreed  to  hold  over  the  funds  for  the  engineering  costs  for 
the  new  Town  Hall  Annex  and  Town  Hall  Roof  We  hope  to  go  forward 
with  these  projects  in  2003.  Our  office  has  also  addressed  procedures  in 
all  departments  working  on  improving  internal  control  and  cash  flow. 

The  Town's  Quarterly  Newsletter,  which  is  published  by  the  Selectmen's 
Office,  has  grown  immensely  and  we  welcome  any  input  or  any  articles 
that  our  residents  would  like  to  submit.

We  are  proud  to  present  to  the  Town  for  approval  admittance  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association  Retirement  Program  for  the  Town's 
employees.  We  feel  this  is  very  important  for  the  Town  to  give  back  to 
its  employees. 

The  Selectmen's  Office  was  able  to  come  in  under  the  approved  budget. 
This  is  without  saying  that  sacrifices  were  made.  Our  Town 
Administrative  Assistant,  Cindy  Williams  worked  countless  hours  to 
accomplish  the  requirements  of  the  office.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Alexandria 
Alexandria,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  New  Hampshire 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2002  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these 
general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  are  firee  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement 
presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which 
should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Alexandria  has  not  maintained 
historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amoimt  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group 
is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position 
of  the  Town  of  Alexandria  as  of  December  31,  2002,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its 
nonexpendable  trust  ftmds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Alexandria  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fiind  financial  statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table 
of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Alexandria.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Another  year  has  come  to  a  close.  Time  to  start  thinking  about  next  year's 
projects.  First  on  the  agenda  is  to  rebuild  4,000  lineal  feet  of  Brook  Road. 
This  will  finish  Brook  Road.  The  work  will  consist  of  replacing  all  the 
drainage  pipes,  blasting  ledge  in  several  areas,  stabilizing  the  river  banks 
in  two  areas,  boxing  out  the  shoulders  to  prevent  roadway  edge  breakage, 
grinding  up  the  old  pavement,  adding  new  crushed  gravel  aggregate  to  the 
roadway  surface,  then  paving  the  whole  section  with  a  2"  thick  by  20  foot 
wide  by  4,000  foot  long  asphalt  surface.  There  will  also  be  some  repairs 
done  to  the  bridge  by  Copatch  Road  to  permit  heavy  equipment  to  get 
onto  the  project  areas.  The  bridges  on  each  end  of  this  project  are  only 
rated  for  1 5  tons,  and  are  not  safe  for  heavy  equipment  passage.  Repairs 
will  be  done  to  the  one  by  Copatch  Road.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  entire 
project  is  $185,000. 

The  next  major  project  is  to  complete  the  new  Highway  Department 
Facility.  The  access  road  and  bridge  were  completed  last  year,  late  into 
the  fall.  The  site  was  cleared  of  all  trees  and  stumps  and  partially  leveled 
before  winter  set  in  too  early. 

Most  of  the  remaining  work  will  be  all  subcontracted  out.  The  site  will  be 
rough  graded  to  one  general  flat  grade.  Then  the  foundation  holes  will  be 
dug  and  a  concrete  foundation  will  be  poured;  one  for  the  main  building 
measuring  70  foot  by  100  foot,  the  other  a  sand  and  salt  shed  measuring 
40  foot  by  80  foot.  Once  the  foundations  are  in,  the  buildings  will  be 
erected  by  Construx  of  Plymouth,  N.H.  Both  buildings  were  ordered  and 
delivered  to  the  town  early  this  winter. 

The  site  prep  work  will  be  performed  by  Morrison  Construction,  LLC  of 
Bristol,  NH.  They  will  also  be  doing  all  the  finish  grade  work  on  the 
project.  The  septic  and  artesian  well  still  have  to  be  installed  also. 

Once  the  buildings  are  erected,  the  Town  can  hire  subcontractors  to  do  the 
electrical  work,  plumbing  and  heating  and  also  some  finish  carpentry 
work  for  office  space  and  storage.  We  still  have  a  long  way  to  go,  but  the 
entire  project  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2003.  This 
project  was  needed  several  years  ago,  but  we  are  headed  in  the  right 
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Alexandria  Highway  Department-  continued 

direction.  When  completed,  this  will  make  for  a  more  efficient  public 
works  department. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Bill,  Ron  and  Bob  for  doing  such  a  superb  job  on  all 
the  projects  and  road  maintenance  performed  last  year.  These  guys  do  a 
great  job  and  deserve  some  appreciation.  We  mostly  hear  the  negative 
comments  and  not  the  positive. 

These  three  guys  are  about  the  best  in  the  business.  So,  when  you  see 
them,  tell  them  what  a  wonderful  job  they  do.  It  really  helps  on  the 
morale.  In  closing,  it's  been  a  great  eight  years  working  for  the  Town. 
There  has  been  big  changes  in  my  life  and  my  family's  lives. 

You  will  see  my  name  on  the  upcoming  ballot  for  re-election.  At  this 
time,  I  rescind  my  name  for  Road  Agent.  I  have  a  career  opportunity 
available,  and  I'm  going  to  move  on  in  life.  You  can  only  take  so  many 
years  of  the  weather  running  your  life  and  the  time  has  come  to  quit 
fighting.  It's  not  that  I  hate  the  job  or  the  Town's  people,  I  just  need  a 
change.  I  feel  that  I  have  moved  the  Town  in  the  right  direction  on  road 
maintenance  and  repairs,  but  it's  time  to  get  new  blood  and  ideas  into 
place.  The  Town  is  growing  too  fast  for  me  to  keep  up  and  keep  my 
sanity.  I  know  I've  been  a  great  asset  to  the  Town,  but  there  must  be 
changes  made  along  the  way. 

I'd  like  to  thank  all  the  people  that  contacted  me  recently  on  my  brief 
resignation.  I  decided  to  at  least  finish  my  elected  term.  Thank  you  all  for 
the  vote  of  confidence  for  me  and  my  crew.  I  really  hate  to  leave,  but  in 
the  best  interest  of  everybody  I  must  leave.  I  will  always  be  around  to  help 
if  the  need  arises. 

May  all  your  road  trips  be  smooth  and  carefree.

Seems  like  I  just  wrote  one  of  these  things  a  short  time  ago.  Well,  I  guess 
that's  what  happens  to  time  when  you're  having  fun.  And  what  a  fun  year 
this  has  been.  The  President  and  the  media  have  us  so  hyped  up  that  I 
started  checking  trash  bags  looking  for  weapons  of  mass  destruction.  Poor 
Saddam,  now  if  you  owned  1 00  palaces  wouldn't  you  be  scared  of  some 
cowboy  trying  to  take  your  job.

The  demolition  business  continues  to  grow 
with  37  loads  totaling  197.85  tons  and  costing  $16,406.70. 

The  MSW  (Municipal  Solid  Waste)  or  garbage  as  it  is  commonly  known, 
filled  54  containers,  weighing  594.93  tons  and  it  cost  $43,095.65  to  get  rid 
of  it.  We  filled  the  scrap  metal  container  15  times  which  cost  us  $2,250.00 
to  haul  away.  Scrap  metal  has  no  value  these  days. 

Coming  into  the  home  stretch,  we  took  in  50  refrigerators,  1 1  freezers,  21 
stoves,  22  washing  machines,  20  dryers,  2  furnaces,  5  dishwashers,  16 
water  heaters,  456  tires  and  85  propane  tanks  (9  of  which  we  didn't  collect 
the  $3.00  charge,  because  those  9  cheapskates  put  them  in  the  metal 
container  when  I  wasn't  watching  them). 

Finally,  our  usable  goods  table  turned  over  more  merchandise  than  a 
Super  Wal-Mart.  (Must  be  our  30  day  money  back  guarantee).  Now,  you 
can  see  why  I  didn't  know  where  the  year  went.

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  a  private,  traditional,  all 
volunteer  fire  company,  continues  to  serve  "Friends  and  Neighbors" 
and  our  community  with  emergency  services.  Current  membership 
consists  of  26  dedicated  men  and  women  as  volunteer  professionals. 
We  do  not  have  any  payroll. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  with  many  members,  busy  with 
training  and  participating  on  committees,  working  on  fundraisers,  and 
other  ongoing  projects.  We  continue  to  develop  our  Forest  Fire  Unit 
and  Rescue  Truck,  and  the  new  addition  nears  completion. 

We  were  fortunate  to  receive  a  FEMA  Fire  Act  Grant,  the  sum  of 
$32,994.00  to  be  used  for  purchasing  personnel  protective  fire 
equipment.  The  grant  was  submitted  by  Lieutenant  Dennis  Manchester 
and  Chief  Francis  Butler.  AVFD  is  responsible  for  a  10%  co-pay 
of  $3,660.00.  The  proposal  calls  for  twelve  new  "Scott  Air  Packs" 
(Self  Contained  Breathing  Apparatus)  with  integrated  safety  devices, 
and  twelve  spare  cylinders.  This  is  a  major  upgrade  for  the  AVFD, 
replacing  all  of  our  older  outdated  SCBA  equipment  with  all  new 
state-of-the-art  technology.  The  new  equipment  has  been  purchased 
and  put  in  service. 

The  AVFD  has  received  a  1994  Ford  Diesel  Cutvan  Rescue 
Ambulance  valued  at  $24,000.00  from  the  former  Northeast  Ambulance 
Service,  Inc.  in  Boston,  Mass.  Mr.  James  Lemer,  a  principal  in  the 
now  defiinct  firm  contacted  Lieutenant  Dennis  Manchester  in  early 
October  about  his  offer  to  give  away  the  ambulance  vehicle.  The 
AVFD  has  taken  possession  of  the  donated  vehicle,  and  currently  is 
preparing  the  unit  to  be  put  into  service.  The  AVFD  has  taken  the 
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Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department-  continued 

1984  Ford  Rescue  out  of  service  and  sold  it  to  a  private  interest. 
The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  has  experienced  a  record 
year  for  total  number  of  calls  responded  to.

And  State  Forest  Ranger 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  I  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you, 
contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning,  Fire  permits  are 
mandatory  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is 
to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is  completely  covered  with  snow. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail,  plus  suppression  cost. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning 
(RSA  125-N).  Contact  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information. 

Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest  resources.  Most  New  Hampshire 
wildfires  are  human  caused.

The  many  facets  of  the  Historical  Society  are  well  reflected  in  this  review 
of  2002's  activities. 

♦  We  reprinted  Ben's  book  "A  Little  History  of  a  Small  Town- 
Alexandria,  NH",  first  released  20  years  ago  on  the  Town's 
Bicentennial.  Copies  are  available  at  Town  Hall. 

♦  The  records  of  the  people  buried  in  the  ten  Town  cemeteries  have 
been  entered  in  the  computer  to  facilitate  the  research  of  our 
Genealogy  Committee. 

♦  Our  Quarterly  Newsletter  has  increased  in  size  from  four  to  six  pages; 
it  is  sent  to  all  members  and  donors. 

♦  A  floor  plan  was  finalized  for  the  Tucker  House.  The  back  sill  was 
replaced  in  the  kitchen  wall,  which  allowed  the  final  pouring  of  the 
vault  walls  and  ceiling.  Thus,  creating  a  12'  x  8'  fireproof  storage  area 
for  any  and  all  historic  memorabilia.  The  electrician  installed  inside 
and  outside  wiring  and  fixtures  throughout  the  house  and  vault.  All 
the  windows  were  replaced  with  double-paned  energy  efficient 
windows.  The  large  outside  hole  in  the  wall  was  finally  closed  against 
the  weather.

We  continue  to  seek  Grant  funds 
for  the  renovation. 

Made 
and  donated  by  Dan  Carney  of  Carney  Cane  Company  of  Alexandria, 
it  was  commissioned  by  the  Society  to  honor  the  eldest  citizen  of 
Alexandria,  as  the  Boston  Post  Cane  once  did  in  1909.  The  original 
cane  given  to  Alexandria  has  not  been  located  beyond  information  of 
its  having  been  awarded  to  Charles  Robey  who  died  in  1913.  Mildred 
Ackerman  was  pleased  and  proud  to  have  received  the  cane  at  our 
annual  pot-luck  supper  in  December.

This  is  the  fourth  year  that  we  have  been  in  a  drought  situation  and  the 
rainfall  that  we  have  had  is  below  normal.  Many  wells  in  Alexandria  have 
gone  dry  this  past  year  and  some  have  not  come  back  at  all.  We  have  had 
many  more  incidences  of  contaminated  wells.  This  includes  drilled  and 
dug  wells. 

I  have  put  a  supply  of  water  sample  bottles  in  the  town  clerks  office  for 
our  residents.  Please  feel  free  to  ask  the  town  clerk  for  a  test  bottle  and 
the  literature  that  explains  the  different  tests. 

I  now  have  a  limited  supply  of  septic  tank  folders  that  you  can  put  your 
plans  and  maintenance  receipts  in,  there  is  a  lot  of  information  in  the 
folder  on  taking  care  of  your  system. 

All  persons  who  anticipate  digging  a  new  well,  should  check  the 
contractor  to  see  if  he  is  licensed  to  dig  the  well.  The  state  has  had  many 
complaints  about  contractors  digging  wells  and  not  following  state 
guidelines.  All  contractors  have  to  have  a  license  from  the  state  to  dig  a 
well. 

I  have  been  to  Regional  and  State  Health  Officers  meetings  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  chemical  and  biological  weapons.  The  state  is  in  process,  at 
the  present  time,  gathering  information  to  alert  residents  where  and  when 
the  small  pox  vaccinations  will  be  given.

I  would  like  to  start  off  with  a  statement  that  was  in  the  newspaper  that 
stated,  the  Town  of  Alexandria  did  not  have  an  emergency  plan!  The  town 
of  Alexandria  has  had  an  emergency  plan  since  World  War  II  and  has  had 
many  changes  over  the  years. 

In  1986  the  Federal  Government  enacted  SARA  TITLE  III  and  all  states 
had  to  comply,  this  involves  hazardous  material.  The  town  of  Alexandria 
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Office  Of  Emergency  Management-  continued 

was  the  sixth  town  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  to  have  its  Emergency 
and  Haz-Mat  plan  accepted  and  approved  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Federal  Government. 

Over  the  years,  this  Town  has  been  declared  a  disaster  area  from  rivervine 
flooding,  hurricane  damage,  snow  storm  and  most  recently  the  1998  ice 
storm,  which  entailed  opening  the  Emergency  Operation  Center  for  the 
first  time.  The  E.O.C.  was  open  and  staffed  for  seven  days  24  hours  every 
day  until  the  disaster  was  over.  The  Town  of  Alexandria  was  the  first 
town  in  the  Lakes  Region  to  have  its  power  restored  and  roads  opened  up. 

In  2000,  the  Emergency  Plan  was  updated  and  is  still  being  revised,  at 
present  the  Haz-Mat  section  is  being  updated  to  conform  to  the  Federal 
Response  Plan  on  Biological  and  Chemical  Terrorism  and  Weapons  of 
Mass  Destruction.  At  the  present  time,  Ed  and  myself  have  been  taking 
courses  and  workshops  to  keep  abreast  of  the  changing  times. 

Please  don't  forget,  test  your  flashlights,  extra  batteries  and  bulbs, 
batteries  for  radio  and  smoke  detectors.  It  has  been  a  cold  winter  so  far 
and  people  using  gas  stoves  for  extra  heat  should  be  aware  of  carbon 
monoxide.  It  may  not  always  kill  you,  but  it  can  make  you  feel  sick,  give 
you  a  headache  and  other  health  problems.  Investing  in  a  carbon 
monoxide  detector  is  a  good  idea,  whether  you  heat  with  coal,  oil,  gas  or 
wood.  It  could  save  your  life  and  maybe  the  ones  you  love. 

Please  keep  an  eye  on  your  elderly  neighbors.  They  may  not  ask  for  help, 
but  they  sure  appreciate  it  if  you  do  help  them,  and  one  of  the  best 
feelings  you  can  have,  is  helping  someone  who  needs  it.  It  is  self- 
rewarding.  Remember  do  unto  others  as  you  would  have  others  do  unto 
you.

The  three  remaining  days  the  van 
will  provide  transportation  throughout  the  Newfound  Area  and  to  Franklin 
Hospital. 

We  also  wanted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  all  providers  that  we 
have  a  wonderful  team  of  volunteer  drivers  that  assist  with  long  distance 
medical  transportation  for  appointments  at  Dartmouth,  or  in  Laconia,  and 
Concord.  Local  van  transportation  is  "on  demand,"  but  a  24-hr.  notice  is 
appreciated  when  possible.  As  much  advance  notice  as  possible  for  long 
distance  medical  request  is  appreciated.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  is  a  non-profit  organization 
that  provides  programs  and  services  to  support  the  heahh  and  well-being 
of  our  older  citizens.  The  Council's  programs  enable  elderly  individuals  to 
remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  and  communities  for  as  long  as 
possible. 

The  council  operates  eight  senior  centers  in  Plymouth,  Littleton,  Canaan, 
Lebanon,  Bristol,  Orford,  Haverhill,  and  Lincoln  and  also  sponsors  the 
Retired  and  Senior  Volunteer  Program  of  the  Upper  Valley  and  White 
Mountains  (RSVP).  Through  the  centers  and  RSVP,  older  adults  and  their 
families  take  part  in  a  range  of  community-based  long-term  services 
including  home  delivered  meals,  congregate  dining  programs, 
transportation,  adult  day  care,  chore/home  repair  services,  recreational  and 
educational  programs,  and  volunteer  opportunities. 

During  2002, 41  older  residents  of  Alexandria  were  served  by  one  or  more 
of  the  Council's  programs  offered  through  the  Plymouth  Regional  Senior 
Center  or  Bristol  Area  Senior  Services: 

•  Older  adults  from  Alexandria  enjoyed  418  balanced  meals  in  the 
company  of  friends  in  the  senior  dining  rooms. 

•  They  received  366  hot,  nourishing  meals  delivered  to  their 
homes  by  caring  volunteers. 

•  They  were  transported  to  health  care  providers  and  other 
community  resources  on  101  occasions. 

•  Alexandria's  elderly  citizens  also  volunteered  to  put  their  talents 
and  skills  to  work  for  a  better  community  through  386  hours  of 
volunteer  service. 

The  cost  to  provide  council  services  for  Alexandrians  in  2001  was 
$5,571.00. 

Such  services  can  be  critical  to  elderly  individuals  who  want  to  remain  in 
their  own  homes  and  out  of  institutional  care  in  spite  of  chronic  health 
problems  and  increasing  physical  frailty,  saving  tax  dollars  which  would 
otherwise  be  expended  for  nursing  home  care.

In  total,  1 1 1  individuals  from  Alexandria  received  services,  equaling  1 1 6 
service  units.  There  were  40  service  units  for  energy  related  programs, 
including  30  households  for  Fuel  Assistance,  30  of  which  were  approved 
and  8  of  which  were  elderly.  Fuel  Assistance  disbursed  $14,113  in 
benefits  to  73  Alexandria  residents.  Weatherization  for  one  household 
totaled  $3,081.  There  were  24  health  referrals,  5  for  income/budget,  15  for 
food  and  housing  referrals. 

TRI-COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION  HAS  SPENT  $17,194  ON 
ALEXANDRIA  CITIZENS  BETWEEN  JULY  1,  2001  &  JUNE  30,  2002 

Community  Contact  provides  these  and  other  necessary  services  for  the 
less  fortunate  citizens  in  your  town  and  surrounding  vicinities.

In  fiscal  year  2002,  agency  staff  and  volunteers  had  1,980  contacts  with 
339  clients;  132  of  these  victims  contacted  us  via  the  crisis  line.  Fifty- 
seven  of  these  contacts  were  with  13  victims  from  Alexandria.  In  the  first 
six  months  of  fiscal  year  2003,  the  Agency  has  had  17  contacts  with  8 
victims  from  Alexandria. 

Twenty  women  and  their  17  children  were  sheltered  a  total  of  1,810  bed 
nights,  an  increase  of  133%  over  fiscal  year  2001.  In  the  first  six  months 
of  fiscal  year  2003,  1 1  women  and  their  6  children  have  been  sheltered 
840  bed  nights. 

The  Agency  continues  to  receive  regular  and  frequent  requests  from 
Plymouth  Family  Court  to  assist  victims  with  the  restraining  order 
process. 

Staff  members  made  41  presentations  in  10  area  schools  attended  by 
1,481  children  in  grades  1-12.  Other  community  outreach  included  21 
presentations  to  organizations  such  as  police  departments,  town 
employees.

Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  requesting  that  area  towns  appropriate  funds 
to  the  clinic  in  their  2003-2004  budgets. 

We  are  a  nonprofit  clinic  providing  general  medical  care  to  area  residents 
who  have  limited  incomes  and  no  health  insurance.  Since  the  clinic 
opened  in  July  1994,  our  volunteer  physicians,  nurse  practitioners,  and 
nurses  have  provided  medical  care,  one  evening  a  week,  for  a  total  of  over 
2,550  patient  visits. 

We  have  seen  patients  of  all  ages  and  for  varying  medical  complaints, 
from  minor  ailments  to  life-threatening  illness,  with  many  seeking 
treatment  for  illnesses  or  conditions  which  have  gone  unattended  because 
the  patient  could  not  afford  medical  care.  We  have  also  assisted  many 
patients  in  identifying  and  accessing  other  available  medical  and  social 
services  which  might  help  them. 

In  addition,  since  July  2000,  we  have  offered  limited  assistance  with  the 
cost  of  prescription  medications  to  out  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay  for 
a  prescription  written  for  them  at  the  Clinic.  Because  of  the  high  cost  of 
prescription  medications  and  our  budgetary  constraints,  this  service  is 
currently  limited  to  patients  whose  prescription  has  been  written  at 
Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  and  to  short-term,  immediate  needs. 

Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  does  not  charge  for  its  services  and  we  have 
managed  to  keep  operating  expenses  low  through  the  generous  donation 
of  in-kind  services  by  Family  Planning,  Plymouth  State  College,  Speare 
Memorial  Hospital  and  area  businesses;  as  well  as  through  the  volunteer 
services  provided  by  area  physicians,  nurse  practitioners,  nurses,  and 
other  volunteers.  Nevertheless,  the  costs  associated  with  a  part-time 
Administrator  and  our  Prescription  Drug  Assistance  Program  mean  that 
our  expenses  continue  to  increase.  Other  ongoing  operating  expenses 
include  expenses  such  as  insurance,  telephone  service,  medical  and  office 
supplies,  and  government  fees,  among  others.  The  Board  of  Directors  is 
pursuing  other  funding  sources  in  order  to  address  the  Clinic's  clear  need 
for  additional  funds  in  order  to  be  able  to  continue  providing  its  services.

The  Clinic  does,  however,  continue  to  rely  in  part  on  the  generosity  of  the 
area's  towns.  In  recognition  of  the  budgetary  constraints  faced  by  area 
towns  we  are  making  the  same  request  funding  as  in  past  years  —that  area 
towns  place  in  this  2003  Budgets  (for  Fiscal  Year  2004)  an  appropriation 
of  1,000  dollars,  or  any  portion  of  this  which  the  town  feels 

It  is  hoped  that  the  towns  may  realize  some  savings  in  the  medical  account 
of  their  welfare  budgets  due  to  the  availability  of  the  clinic's  services.

Following  over  a  year's  work,  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee 
provided  a  comprehensive  plan  for  needed  renovations/additions  for 
elementary  schools  in  Bristol,  Danbury  and  New  Hampton  and  for  the 
Newfound  Memorial  Middle  School.  That  plan  addressed  all  of  the  issues 
identified  so  plainly  in  last  year's  committee  report.  The  School  Building 
Committee  (SBC)  was  created  to  more  fully  develop  those  plans,  carefully 
reviewing  cost  estimates.  The  committee  includes  representatives  from 
all  seven  communities  within  the  District.  The  SBC  was  charged  to  "agree 
on  the  building/renovation  design"  and  to  create  a  comprehensive  and 
cost-effective  plan.  The  group  spent  several  working  sessions  with 
Architect  Frank  Marinace  to  develop  its  plan  and  gave  its  report  to 
Superintendent  Graziano  on  December  6,  2002.  As  it  worked  towards  its 
assigned  task,  the  SBC  was  guided  by  the  following  findings  and  beliefs: 

•  Adequate  space  for  our  schools  and  students  is  an  important 
educational  goal,  properly  addressed  by  the  SBC  proposal  of 
additions  and  renovations. 

•  It  is  necessary  to  address  quality  of  space  issues  (life  safety, 
adequate  designs  for  special  programs  and  deferred  maintenance) 
in  our  schools. 

•  Providing  elementary  education  using  local  community  schools  is 
an  important  goal.  Having  elementary  students  attend  a  large, 
regional  elementary  school  with  long  bus  rides  for  our  youngest 
students  is  not  the  best  option. 

•  It  is  important  to  have  our  elementary  students  attend  schools  that 
are  relatively  equal  in  their  ability  to  house  and  offer  programs. 
Our  community  schools  in  the  different  towns  should  have 
comparable  facilities  to  give  students  equal  learning 
opportunities. 

•  It  is  a  good  time  to  consider  the  SBC's  proposals  because  the 
High  School  bond  is  being  retired  and  the  current  borrowing  rates 
are  very  favorable. 

•  It  is  essential  that  a  long-range  maintenance  plan  is  implemented 
to  ensure  that  the  District's  facilities  are  cared  for  and  retain  their 
value  to  the  community. 
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Newfound  Area  School  Building  Committee-  continued 

The  SBC  proposal  resolves  critical  security  and  life  safety  issues  at  all 
four  schools.  It  also  deals  with  the  lengthy  list  of  deferred  maintenance 
issues  and  building  code  requirements  in  those  schools.  Legal 
requirements  of  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  are  met.  New 
classrooms  and  specialized  instructional  spaces  are  added  to  the  three 
elementary  schools,  enhancing  our  ability  to  provide  equal  opportunities 
for  our  elementary  students.  Several  Middle  School  instructional  spaces 
such  as  the  science  laboratories  and  currently  unused  "shop  area"  are 
significantly  upgraded  and  improved.  The  plan  envisions  paying  for  these 
things  by  continuing  to  make  bond  payments  in  approximately  the  same 
amount  as  we  have  been  paying  for  the  High  School  bond  that  will  be 
retired  in  the  coming  year,  thereby  minimizing  any  impact  on  taxes.  State 
building  aid  and  the  current  rates  of  borrowing  make  this  proposal 
financially  attractive. 

Detailed  information  about  the  specific  proposals  for  each  of  the  schools 
and  the  financial  plan  to  minimize  any  tax  impact  is  available  in  each 
school  and  on  the  District's  web  site  at  www.newfound.kl2.nh.us.  The 
SBC  believes  that  we  can  and  should  address  these  issues  now.  We  ask 
for  your  support  in  doing  just  that.

Education  programs  and  assistance  are  objective,  informal  and  practical  in  nature; 
most  are  at  no  direct  cost  for  participants.  Clients'  needs  are  met  through  phone 
calls,  letters  and  printed  materials,  hands-on  workshops,  on  site  visits, 
conferences  and  web  sites.  Media  outlets  help  us  reach  one  of  every  three  county 
residents.  Our  staff  is  able  to  respond  quickly  with  needed  information  via 
electronic  mail,  keep  up-to-date  on  the  latest  research  and  information,  and  work 
collaboratively  with  many  agencies  and  organizations 

Extension  Staff:  Tom  Buob,  Agricultural  Resources;  Ginny  DiFrancesco,  Water 
Quality;  Kathleen  Jablonski,  4-H  Youth  Development;  Michal  Lunak,  Dairy 
Specialist;  Deborah  Maes,  Family  &  Community  Development;  Northam  Parr, 
Forest  &  Wildlife  Resources;  Robin  Peters,  Nutrition  Connections;  and 
Jacqueline  Poulton,  LEAP  program.  Educators  are  supported  by  Donna  Mitton, 
Kristina  Vaughan  and  Sharon  Youngman. 

New  or  enhanced  efforts  during  FYOl  (October  2001  through  September 
2002)  include: 

•  Nutrition  Connections'  programs  enrolled  164  low-income  family  members 
in  programs  to  modify  diet  and  food  preparation,  skills  and  behavior  and 
improve  nutritional  health.  'Nutrition  Connections'  collaborated  with  and 
marketed  programs  through  over  60  agencies,  health  clinics,  schools,  welfare 
offices  and  shelters. 

•  4-H  Leader  Training  for  volunteers  were  held  in  gardening,  public  speaking, 
and  water  resources  education.  There  are  1 02  active  leaders  in  4-H,  including 
16  new  volunteers.  470  County  youth  participated  in  4-H  activities.  There  are 
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UNH  Cooperative  Extension 

currently  32  active  clubs.   Three  Grafton  Co.  4-H'ers  received  college 
scholarships/awards  from  local  funds  established  for  that  purpose. 

•  Food  safety  certification  programs  were  held  in  8  communities,  for  food 
handling  staff  of  nursing  homes,  schools,  hospitals,  senior  centers  and 
restaurants.  About  70  participants  passed  the  National  SERVSAFE  exam  as  a 
result.  A  Community  Profile  was  held  in  Canaan.  Land  Conservation  and 
Protection  Workshops  were  held  in  Sugar  Hill  and  Rumney. 

•  The  LEAP  program  (Lifeskills  for  Employment,  Achievement  and  Purpose) 
successfully  'graduated'  eleven  participants;  seven  have  obtained  full-time 
employment,  three  have  earned  GEDs,  two  have  completed  CNA  training, 
and  six  have  enrolled  their  children  in  State  Licensed  Child  Care. 

•  Thirty-eight  Farm-Family  participants  completed  Ag-Business  courses  in 
North  Haverhill,  a  cooperative  program.  I  with  UVM  that  improves  financial 
planning,  accounting  and  management.  More  than  100  producers  attended  a 
West  Lebanon  conference  on  Dairy  Management  Practices  with  a  focus  on 
financial  management  and  profitability.  Also  in  West  Lebanon,  the  New 
England  Dairy  Feed  Conference  focused  on  forage  production  and 
management. 

•  Current  Use  tax  program  information  and  assistance-including  revised 
Forestland  Stewardship  criteria  -was  provided  to  communities,  assessing 
officials  and  landowners  through  public  meetings  and  direct  consultation,  to 
help  keep  this  open-space  incentive  strong.  Extension  referrals  to  private 
sector  licensed  foresters  resulted  in  new  management  plans  on  15,000  acres, 
erosion  control  on  10  miles  of  roads  and  trails,  and  improved  timber 
harvesting  practices.  The  15th  Annual  Grafton  County  Conservation  Field 
Days  at  the  County  Farm  taught  150  5th  graders  and  their  teachers  about 
soils,  water,  wildlife,  farm  animals,  forestry  and  gardening,  just  before  black 
fly  season! 

•  Grant-funded  research  projects  included  phosphorous  and  nitrogen 
application  guidelines  and  vegetative  buffer  utility  to  protect  water  quality 
and  farm  profitability.
